3. The 21 villages referred to in this report form a compact group, which 
lies on the west of the Yelldpur-Sirsi road, and has the advantage of being 
traversed as well by the road from Sirsi to Hulekal, its nearest village being not 
more than six miles from Sirsi. Tt comprises a tract of 59 square miles with a 
total population of 4,151 souls. The average density therefore is 70 head of 
population to the square mile, which is a good deal higher than in many parts of 
Kdnara above Ghdts : the total cultivable area is 4,772 acres, which is equal, 
toughly speaking, to £th of the whole, the remainder being forest. 

4. The revenue history of the villages under report for the last twenty 
years is given in the subjoined table. The diminished amount of collections 
shown against the concluding two years is apparent only, and is due to the in¬ 
clusion up to that year of certain Majres of Math Dewal, which being then settled, 
have since been excluded from the lump revenue of that village. No means 
exist of separating the revenue of these villages from the lump revenue shown in 
the earlier years. There is, it will be seen, as is usual in Kanara, little or no 
fluctuation in the yearly amounts collected from the 21 villages now dealt with, 
and no comment seems called for in regard to this part of the subject : —

7. The existing revenue of Rs. 9,070, therefore, will,it appears, be increased 
to Rs. 13,839, or by 52 per cent., an increase which has been usually exceeded in 
K&nara settlements above Ghdts. A reference to the detailed statement which 
accompanies this report will show, however, that the great inequalities of old 
assessment found elsewhere are not wanting here, though no very startling in¬ 
stances present themselves.

Sir, 

I have the honour to forward, herewith proposals for the settlement of 
twenty-one villages of the Sirsi Taluka submitted by the Superintendent, 
Revenue Survey, and to express my concurrence in the rates proposed. 

2. The old assessment collected is Rs. 9,071, while that under the proposed 
survey rates is Rs. 13,839 on the occupied lands. The increase, which is a little 
above 52 per cent., is due as detailed on previous occasions to the inequality of 
the old assessment, and the loose and unsystematic old measurements of the lands 
then shown as occupied. 

3. The percentage of increase for each village, which has not been shown 
separately in the statement accompanying the Superintendent’s report, is as 
shown below :—■

4. The reasons of non-fluctuations in the old revenue, alluded to in 
paragraph 4 of the Superintendent’s report, are as follows: Under the old 
Wargawdri system which was in force while the district was under the Madras 
Presidency, all lands were comprised in Wargs or Estates. These Wargs were of 
two classes, viz., Bharthi or those which paid the full old assessment, and Kam- 
bharti (not paying full assessment and under enquiry) or Tanki Wargs. Up to 
b 322—2 
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the transfer of the district (1862) the amount to be paid on each of such <f Kam- 
bharti ” Warg was fixed every year at the Jam£bandi after some enquiry (Tanki). 
But in 1862-63 Messrs. Goldfinch and Shaw Stewart, the then Collectors, 
settled that a certain fixed amount should be paid on each of such Kambharti 
Wargs, and the rest of the , assessment was to be entered under permanent 
remissions, until the survey settlement, the amount of such remission being 
included in the nominal remissions in the Jamdbandi accounts under Government 
Resolution No. 1029 of 1874. Hence the amount of collections has remained 
nearly the same annually without much fluctuations for the last 20 years. 

5. The apparent decrease of Rs. 2,100 between the figures of collections up 
to 1880-81 and those for the two subsequent years is nominal as explained by the 
Superintendent in the 4th paragraph. The lands belonging to the different 
maths and temples in Sondah, which exist in all the different parts of the tdluka, 
had been comprised in one village under the name Math JDewal with an old 
assessment of Rs. 9,089-9-10. In the survey many of the Mazras of this one 
village were made into separate villages, and many more will have to be similarly 
treated as the settlement is introduced. 

But the old assessment of each of such Mazras could not be given separately 
inasmuch as it is not so shown in detail in the old accounts. 

6. I may mention here that a question has been lately raised in connection 
with a claim to the hereditary Shanbhogship of the Magnee of Sambrani in the 
Supa Tdluka as to the expediency of increasing the number of villages at the 
settlement by separating the old Mazras or hamlets from the parent villages. 
In the present proposals thirteen Mazras will be made into separate villages. 
Eleven of these Mazras were included in the old village called Math Dewal. As 
before stated, those lands are scattered all over the tdluka, and it appears, there¬ 
fore, more convenient to constitute them into separate villages’. No reasons aro 
assigned for separating the Mazra of Kadvc from Bomanhalli (Nos. 1 and 2) 
or Mazra Magode from Ithahalli. In the latter case the areas both of the former 
village (4,681 acres) and the hamlet (2,634 acres) are perhaps sufficiently large 
to make separation unobjectionable ; but in the case of Bomanhalli and Kadve, 
whose combined area is only 1,372 acres, I see no special reasons for taking this 
course. The result of the survey operations in this district hitherto has been to 
multiply villages by separating hamlets. There may be good reasons for this 
which are at present unknown to me, but I do not think that this excessive 
sub-division is likely to make the revenue administration more easy. In any 
case such changes should not, I think, be made without in each case fully stating 
the reasons which make the sub-division expedient. 

7 . In conclusion, I would request that early sanction be granted in order 
that the rates may be notified in May. The 5th of June may then be fixed as 
the date of relinquishment of lands under Section 74 of the Land Revenue 
Code. 

The usual notice will be given as to the reservation of the trees mentioned 
in Section 91 of the rules as well as Mutti and Honne as decided by Government 
Resolution No. 1518 of the 18th February 1884. 

The map to accompany the Superintendent’s report has not yet been 
received from the Photozincographic Office, It will be forwarded as soon as 
received.

• 2. This is another of the fragmentary settlements to which we are un¬ 
happily obliged to resort in the above ghat districts of Kdnara where the rate of 
progress is dependent on the circumstances of the season and its varying effect 
on the health of the subordinates. Up to this time 214 villages belonging to the 
Sirsi Taluka have had settlement rates introduced into them under the Government

It is impossible to say exactly 
how many villages remain to be 
settled, as until operations are 
quite completed we cannot tell 
how many of the scattered and 
hitherto unrecognized hamlets 
will have to be constituted into 
separate villages. In Kanara 
there are often found to be 
numerous hamlets of a single 
some hamlets have even been

single 


village at considerable distances from it, and 

known to be in a different taluka from the parent village. As a rule 
ever a village and its hamlet can be conveniently measured off' into a 
village it is done ; but circumstances have compelled the survey to make many 
hamlets into distinct and separate villages. A copy of Mr. Vidal’s remarks on 
this subject in his paragraph 6 has been sent to the Superintendent in order 
that any unnecessary increase in the. number of villages may be avoided in 
future. 


3. The villages for which a survey settlement is now proposed lie in a 
compact group of about 59 square miles to the west of the road from Sirsi to 
Yellapur. This tract is undulating in character without being rugged, and 
what with the road to Hulekal and the main road which skirts it, is not 
shut off from communications to the extent that tracts in Kdnara are often 
found to be. Only about ^th of the area is fit for cultivation, the rest being 
occupied by well-grown forests. The population is unusually large for a Kdnara 
jungle tract, and there is presumably a good supply of labour of which in other 
parts of the district there is a great scarcity to the detriment of the supdri 
garden cultivation. 

4. The revenue history of these villages since 18C3-64 is given in paragraph 
4 of Mr. Fletcher’s report. The existing settlement is the “ Wargwdri ” or 
“ Thardv ” settlement introduced into these parts about 60 years ago. Under 
this system a fixed assessment was laid on each “ warg ” or estate. It soon, 
however, came to be understood that the full assessment could not be levied 
from all estates, so a distinction was subsequently made between estates which 
could afford to pay the full assessment and those which could not. The former 
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were called “ Bharti ” the latter “ Kambharti Ln process of time a re-settle¬ 
ment was made of the “ Kambharti ” estates which were divided into three 
classes: 1st, “ Vaida”, or those for which a gradually ascending scale of assess¬ 
ment was fixed until the full demand was reached; 2nd, “ Board Sifarish, ” or 
those the assessment of which was permanently reduced by order of the Re¬ 
venue Board ; and 3rd “ Tanki ” or those left for assessment from time to time. 
The revenue would have shown considerable fluctuations had it not been that 
in 1862 a composition for a fixed payment was made with the holders of “ Kam¬ 
bharti ” estates which was to last until the survey settlement; hence the 
steadiness of the demand up to 1881-82. The apparent falling off in that year 
is due to the revenue of certain hamlets of Matdeval, formerly included in the 
accounts of that village, having come under the survey settlement with another 
group of villages and being therefore deducted. 

5. The rates proposed for these 21 villages follow the system of rating 
hitherto sanctioned for the Sirsi Triluka and are fixed on those of adjoining 
villages. The maximum rate proposed for rice is Rs. 4-0-0, for dry-crop 
Re. 0-12-0, and for garden Rs. 14-0-0. The garden lands of this tract are very 
fine. There are few which are not thickly planted with sup4ri trees inter¬ 
spersed with cardamoms and other spices. They are chiefly situated in de¬ 
pressions between hillocks and are independent of irrigation, the soil being of 
the class technically called “ A ngolawa, ” i.e. containing moisture in itself. The 
average rate resulting for rice land is Rs. 2-0-3, for dry-crop Re. 0-4-3, and for 
garden Rs. 12-9-2. The two former are manifestly moderate; the somewhat 
high rate of the last description of land is due simply to the excellence of the 
garden lands and the advantages they enjoy, 

6. There has been some delay in forwarding this report which is due to 
deficiencies in the map which were discovered in this office and regarding which 
references had to be made. A corrected map is now being printed and copies 
will be forwarded direct to Government. It is now somewhat late in the season, 
but if sanction to these proposals is kindly telegraphed to the Superintendent 
at Dharwdr an effort will be made to introduce the rates during next month. 
For this purpose the 30th June may be fixed as the date up to which relinquish¬ 
ments of land may be received under Section 74 of the Land Revenue Code.

Submitted for the early sanction of Government. 

2. The present proposals relate to the introduction of survey settlement in 
S villages and 13 hamlets or Mazras of the Sirsi Taluka of the Kanara Colleetorate. 
The latter (hamlets) are proposed to be raised to the status of independent 
villages for the first time. The Collector soos no objection to this change in 
the case of 11 of the hamlets, which formerly formed part of the Mathdewal 
Estate, but the expediency of separating Kadvi and Mogadi from their parent 
villages is not apparent, and unless sufficient reasons are shown sanction for their 
separation should be withheld. When lately on tour, the Acting Commissioner 
noticed the very great increase of independent villageships that were created 
at the time of the survey without apparently any reference to the Collector. 
The undersigned, therefore, drew the attention of the Collector to this matter. 
Mr. Vidal’s remarks on this point (paragraph G) have the entire concurrence of 
the Acting Commissioner, and he is glad that Mr. Stewart has instructed his 
subordinates to avoid any unnecessary increase of villages in future. 

3. The total area of the tract now proposed to be settled is 37,850 acres, 
or 59 square miles, with a total population of 4,151 souls. The proportion of 
total cultivable (4,772 acres) and cultivated (3,722 acres) areas to the total 
population is IT and *89 respectively. This cannot be said .to allow a large 
margin for future extension of cultivation, but as the tract is mostly covered 
with thick jungle, it is unlikely that any considerable demand for new cultiva¬ 
tion will arise at least in the next 30 years which will be the term of the settle¬ 
ment. 

4. As all the villages are similarly circumstanced in point of climatic and 

a ^ other advantages, such as accessibility to markets and

Garden... • ... 14 0 0 different descriptions of land, are the same as have 

already been sanctioned and found suitable for adjoining villages. They appear 
to the undersigned to be fair. The average rate for garden lands (Rs. 12-9-2) 
is somewhat high, but considering the excellence of the supari gardens of this 
tract, for which the Acting Commissioner can vouch by personal inspection, the 
rate cannot be deemed excessive. 

5. The financial result of the settlement will be an increase of revenue 
from Rs. 9,070 to Rs. 13,839, or 52 per cent. This is less than what has been 
secured in other settlements in Kdnara above ghats. It must also be remem¬ 
bered that this is the first revision of rates to whioh the tract has been subject¬ 
ed for about 60 years, during which there have been considerable accretions to 
the valuable estates held by Wargdars by encroachments upon primeval forests 
and other waste lands.

Memorandum from the Commissioner, S. D., No. 2031, dated 30th May 1881—Forward¬

Resolution. —The 21 villages to which the present proposals relate are 
situated on the west of the 214 villages of the Sirsi T&luka which have been 
already settled under sanction conveyed in Resolutions of Government ending with 
Resolution No. 4024, dated 25th May 1883. The present villages adjoin those 
of which the settlement was sanctioned in that Resolution and in Resolution 
No. 5175, dated 8th September 1881, and the same maximum rates are pro¬ 
posed, viz., Rs. 14 for garden land, Rs, 4 for rice land, and Re. 0-12-0 for dry 
crop land The average rate proposed for garden land, Ks.-12-9-2, though higher 
than that sanctioned in the Resolution of 1883 is lower than that sanctioned in 
the Resolution of 1881. The average rates proposed for rice and dry crop land, 
Rs. 2-0-3 and Re. 0-4-3 respectively, are lower than those previously sanctioned. 

2. The 21 villages form a compact group on the west of the Sirsi and 
Yellapur road and are traversed by the road from Sirsi to Hulekal. The area 
comprised is 37,856 acres or about 59 square miles,"of which about one-eighth 
only is cultivable, the remainder being forest. Thirteen of the villages are under 
the existing revenue system only mnjras or hamlets. It is desirable that in future 
the Superintendent should confer with the Collector before submitting his pro¬ 
posals tor converting hamlets into distinct villages, but in the present instance 
there appears to be no objection to the course proposed. Excessive subdivision 
of existing villages is to be deprecated, but on the other hand the inconvenience 
arising from hamlets being separated from their parent village by lands of other 
villages might sometimes constitute a sufficient reason for the separate recogni¬ 
tion of the hamlets. 

3. The result of the proposed settlement is to raise the existing revenue 
of Rs. 9,070 from occupied laud to tis. 13,839, an increase of 52 per cent. As 
remarked by the Superintendent and the Commissioner, S. D., this increase has 
usually been exceeded in the settlements of Kanara villages above the Ghats. 
The reasons which justify a large enhancement of assessment on the introduc¬ 
tion of an original survey settlement into this district have been fullv consi¬ 
dered. on former occasions, arid the increase proposed in the present instance 
can only be considered moderate. 

4. The Collector and Commissioner, S. IX, concur in the proposals made by 
the Superintendent and supported by the Survey Commissioner, and the rates are 
sanctioned accordingly. Permission has been communicated by telegraph to the 
Collector to introduce the rates during the present season. The date for the 
relinquishment of occupancies may be extended to the 30th June, as recommended 
by the Survey Commissioner. As a rule it is undesirable to introduce new 
rates so late in the season, but in consideration of the difficulties attending 
settlement operations in Kanara, an exception may reasonably be made in the 
present instance. 



5. The rates may be guaranteed for a period to expire at the same time 
as the periods for which the rates introduced at the other K£,nara settlements 
have been guaranteed.
